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Millage rate to be 12.25 


Council raises city taxes to 10-mill limit

City taxes will go up for Romulus 
residents in the 1080-81 fiscal year, 
following action by the City Council 
last week, and one councilman is 
unhappy with how the city's millage 
rate was raised. 

By a slim 4-3 vote, with two ab- 
stentions, council approved a hike in 
the city’s millage rate from 11.85 
mills to 12.25 mills. 

Voting for the increase were 
Councilmen Mary Ann Banks, 
Junior Block, Gerry Canejo and 


Richard Yeramian. Abstaining in 
the vote on the tax boost were 
councilmen Ray Cantrell and 
Jimmie Raspberry, while coun- 
cilman Ed Rush voted against the 
motion. 

During council discussion, it was 
explained that the city had not been 
levying its full 10 mills as authorized 
under the City Charter, but had been 
assessing residents at 9.6 mills. 

That amount levied last year, plus 
1.85 mills for debt retirement, and 
0.40 mills for Peoples Community 
Hospital Authority (PCHA), brought 
the total city millage to 1 1.85 mills. 


According to Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar, Mayor William M. Oakley, 
in his budget recommendation this 
year, proposed levying the 0.40 mills 
for PCHA separately from that 
assessed for city operation and debt 
retirement. 

Although it was explained that the 
0 40 PCHA millage was “being 
added on top” of the millage levied 
for operation and debt retirement, 
the net effect is an increase in 
millage levied for city operation 
from last year's 9.6 “mills to 10.0 
mills. 

Thursday, following the council 


session. Rush expressed sharp 
disagreement with increasing the 
city’s millage rate by council action. 

“Rather than vote in increased 
taxes by council action,” he 
declared, “it would be better to tell 
the people what the city needs, say 2 
or 3 mills, and let them vote on 
whether they want it or not.” 

Maintaining that Romulus is some 
$900,000 in deficit from last year, 
Rush said the city faces inevitable 
cutbacks in services and working 
hours for city employees. 

“Let’s face it.” he said. “If people 
want services continued, such as 


weekly rubbish pickups, then there 
is no other way than to increase 
taxes. 

“But let them decide, not coun- 
cil,” he said 

Rash emphasized that Romulus 
taxpayers “are either for or against 
a tax increase” and that it w f as their 
majority decision that would decide 
the matter. 

Rash said the 0.40 mills levied for 
PCHA, when added to a 6 percent 
property valuation increase recently 
assessed by Wayne County on 
Romulus, would boost taxes by 
about $74 for the owner of a house 


whose State Equalized Value is 
$20,000 

“The city is in financial trouble,” 
Rush said. “If the people are to 
receive continued police services 
and others that they’ve become 
accustomed to, then we (city 
government) must explain the 
situation to them and let them 
decide if they want to pay higher 
taxes.” 

He said the state’s Uniform 
Budget Act forbids deficit spending 
by any community and that 
Romulus' current shortage must be 
made up 


Three candidates vie 
for 2 ed board posts 



One incumbent and two other 
candidates are seeking two 4-year 
seats on the Romulus Board of 
Education in the Jupe 9 election. 

Candidates are Mrs. Shirley 
Lombardi, board secretary, now 
finishing her first 4-year term; 
Richard Campbell, known locally 
for his active involvement with We 
the People; and Richard Zavodsky, 
an automotive engineer with Ford 


Motor Co. 

The two open seats belong to Mrs. 
Lombardi and to Mrs. Margaret 
Cole, board treasurer, who is not 
seeking re-election. 

Mrs. Lombardi, a secretary for 
the Wayne County Board of Public 
Works, is married and the mother of 
two grown daughters. She explained 
her reasons for running again. “I 
have been urged by some ad-

ministration and school board 
members and friends to seek re- 
election. I had not planned to run 
again, but their indication of support 
changed my mind.” 

Mrs. Lombardi has served as a 
member of the Romulus Recreation 
Commission and on the Wayne 
County Election Scheduling Com- 
mission. She also served for a year 
on the Western Wayne Area 
Vocational Education Consortium, 
representing Romulus and Van 
Buren School districts. 

She participated in the recent 
program to equalize student 
population at North and South 
Junior High Schools and is now 
serving as chairman for the 3- 
member school board committee to 
evaluate Romulus High School 

Campbell served on the local 
school board from April to July of 
1978 when he was appointed to that 
body by Gov. William Milliken to fill 
one of four vacancies created by a 
recall. Following his brief stint on 
the school board, Campbell did not 
seek re-election. 


His list of community endeavors 
include past president of Mt. 
Pleasant Elementary School PTA, 
past president of the Compensatory 
Education Parents Advisory 
Council, member of the Citizens 
Advisory Committee to the school 
board, member of the city Board of 
Appeals, and past president of Local 
2130, American Federation of 
Government Employees. 

Zavodsky, who is employed at the 
Ford Oakwood plant in Allen Park, 
ran for the Romulus school board in 
1978, but was defeated 


In addition to working with the 
city’s Beautification Committee, 
Zavodsky volunteers time as a 
referee and umpire for local adult 
and high school basketball and 
softball games. Last year, he 
worked as an umpire in the Class C 
finals of th£ state Amateur Softball 
Association. 

Zavodsky said he has the en- 
dorsement of PM-1, a property 
management organization, as a 
qualified property manager. He now 
serves as treasurer of the Wellsley 
Townhouses in Romulus. 


Accepting a ride from a stranger 
nearly cost a young teen-age couple 
their lives last week. 

A 16-year-old Dearborn girl and 
her 17-year-old Marine Corps 
companion managed to escape from 
their tormentors after a terrifying 
night that eventually led to the 
arrest of two men. 

Tommie Lee Hess, 30, of Ypsilanti 
and Thomas Dwight Carter, 31, of 
Taylor were arrested and charged 
with seven counts of criminal sexual 
assault and two counts of robbery. 

Hess and Carter appeared before 
Judge James E. Stone, 34th District 
Court in Romulus, and stood mute 
upon arraignment. The court en- 
tered pleas of not quilty for the 
defendants who were remanded to 
Wayne County Jail in lieu of $50,000 
cash bond each. 

Hess and Carter will reappear in 
court for their preliminary 
examination today (June 4). 

According to Wayne County 
Sheriffs detectives Donald Cox and 
Louis Desson, the two victims were 
waiting for a bus at Inkster Road 
and Michigan Avenue in Inkster 
when a man in a car offered them a 
ride. The couple accepted the offer. 

Instead of driving the two to 
Dearborn, the man instead drove to 
a service drive in the Inkster and 
Ecorse area where the second man, 
later identified as Carter, was 
waiting, police said. 


Det. Cox said that the girl was 
sexually assaulted and the Marine 
was severely beaten by the defen- 
dants at this time, then ordered in a 
second vehicle. The defendants then 
drove to the Morton-Taylor and Yost 
areas in Van Buren Township where 
the girl again was repeatedly raped, 
according to police. 

While one of the suspects and the 
girl were out of the vehicle; the 
Marine managed to shove the car 
into gear and started it moving down 
an incline where it got stuck in the 
mud. The girl managed to escape 
from her assailants, ran into a 
swampy region and hid. 

“The girl knew they were looking 
for her, and she would submerge in 
the shallow water when she heard 
their voices,” Det. Cox said. “Tlhe 
Marine escaped and telephoned for 
help. 

“We managed to arrest these 
people because a partial license 
plate was left at the scene when the 
car was shifted into gear,” Cox said. 

There is a sidebar to all of this, 
according to Cox. Carter was 
arrested at his home in Taylor, but 
Hess was picked up in Loraine, Ohio, 
at his father’s home. 

“The police in Loraine are out on 
strike,” Cox said, “but when the 
chief of that city informed some of 
the striking officers about the 
severity of the crime, they were glad 
to pick up the defendant.

Gall farm becomes city's 
third historical landmark 


The Gall Centennial Farm at 12124 
Inkster Road, Romulus, was the 
center of activities for Heritage 
Day, May 18, in the City of Romulus. 

The sun shone brightly for the 
program as friends and relatives of 
the Gall family and other local 
dignitaries gathered for a 
ceremony, designating the site as a 
Centennial Farm in the State of 
Michigan. 

The third historical site in the city. 
Gall farm was purchased by 
Frederick Gall and his wife 
Wilhalmina in 1877. It has been 
owned and operated by the Gall 
family since that time. 

The Frederick Gall family lived in 
a log cabin on the farm until the 
present white frame house was built 
in about 1883. All of their four 
children — Ervin, Norman, 
Margaret and Dorothy — still live in 
the area, and Norman and his wife 


Minna maintain and operate an 
orchard and tree nursery, called the 
Homestead Nursery, at the farm 
now. 

Romulus Historical Society 
members Phyllis Savage and 
Genevieve Dugan registered guests 
attending the ceremony, while Pearl 
Varner, historical society president, 
served as mistress of ceremonies. 

The dedication of the site as a 
centennial farm was held inside the 
Gall home, with the Rev. Leonard F 
Weigel, retired pastor of St Paul 
United Church of Christ of Taylor, 
providing the invocation. 

A welcome was extended to the 
guests by Carl W. Morris, a member 
of the Michigan School Board 
Association and a 30-year member 
of the Romulus Board of Education. 

Romulus Mayor William Oakley 
did the honors in presenting a 
resolution, recognizing the cen- 


tennial status of the farm, to Ella A. 
Gall, widow of the late Alvin L. Gall. 
Norman and Minna Gall, owners of 
the farm, accepted the historical 
marker for the site from Kenneth 
Krueger, vice-president of the 
Romulus Historical Society 

A small reception, with 
homemade cookies, coffee and 
punch, was hosted by the Galls for 
those in attendance after the 
ceremony. 

Special guests at the ceremony, in 
addition to Mayor Oakley, were 
Mayor Pro Tern Mary Ann Banks, 
Councilman Richard Yeramian, 
longtime Romulus residents and 
educators Mr. and Mrs. Glenn 
Herzog of Lakeview, Mich., and 
former Romulus Township super- 
visor.

Huron voters face four 
propositions in school vote 


Huron School District residents on 
Monday will be asked to vote on four 
proposals relating to millage and to 
choose two of six candidates running 
for the school board. 

Proposition 1 seeks the approval of 
an 18.82-mill renewal levy for five 
years, which represents all but 3 
mills of the total millage voted for 
operation of the school system 
School Supt Curtis D Bartz said 
passage of the 18 82-mill levy will 
permit the school district to 
maintain the same level of education 
as last year Its defeat would be 
disastrous, he said 
Proposition 2 asks voter approval 


of a 2 10-mill increase for two years, 
with generated funds to be used to 
buy textbooks, teaching supplies, 
library books, and instructional 
equipment, hire a full-time 
librarian, recall of non-certified 
personnel and operation of a full 
extracurricular and athletic 
program 

Proposition 3, a 0 75-mill increase 
for two years, would be used to in 
stall new roofs on all five school 
buildings, including the ad- 
ministration building, and to repair 
heating equipment at the schools 
Proposition 4. seeks voter ap- 
proval to levy the full school millage 


rate in 1980 without applying a 
reduction factor specified by the 
Headlee Amendment The factor, 
said Ken Kubeck, business 
manager, is used when state 
equalized valuation (SEV) of school 
district property exceeds the 
current inflation rate He explained 
the factor was not used last year 
because the SEV did not exceed the 
inflation rate at that time. 

Two school board seats are up for 
grabs as Leo Kyko and Robert 
Lemieux, current board trustees, 
will not seek re-election 

Vying for the two 4-year terms are

Council OKs moratorium 


on fireworks sale permits

The City of Romulus has slapped a 
moratorium on issuance of 
fireworks sale permits. 

With Councilman Jimmie Rasp- 
berry' abstaining, the City Council 
voted 6-0 to direct Clerk Leonard J. 
Folmar to cease issuing Class C 


Continuing its program of cut- 
backs, the Romulus Board of 
Education, last week eliminated and 
reduced additional services and 
personnel totalling $337,000. 

Lastest action came on the heels of 
action taken by the board April 28 
when it laid off 49 probationary 
teachers, saving the school district 
nearly a half million dollars. 

Marvin Fischer, interim 
superintendent, said last week’s 
cutbacks reduced the alternative 
education program by half and 
combined the administrative and 
secretarial portions of that program 
and the adult education program. 

Under that move, the Headstart 
preschool program will be trans- 
ferred from the old Romulus 
Elementary School to Mt. Pleasant 
Elementary School.

— Elimination of a nurse, a social 
worker and a psychologist; 

— Elimination of a keypunch 
employee at the business office; 

— Reduction of position of audio- 
visual coordinator to half time; 

— Approval for city of Romulus to 
assume the financial liability for 
school crossing guards, and for the 
school district and city to work 
together on the program. 

Fischer said the board decided not 
to cutback or eliminate instrumental 
music in the elementary schools. 
Action on reducing the athletic 
programs in the junior and senior 
high schools was postponed until the 
board s June 9 session, at which 
time it will consider other alter- 
natives, the superintendent said. 
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The mayor said he would like to 
put a stop to Romulus having the 
reputation of being one of the only 
cities in this area that still permits 
the salt of fireworks. 

In a memorandum to council, 
dated May 23, 1980, Fire Chief John 
Wilhide echoed the fact that 
Romulus is “...the only city in this 
area that permits the sale of 
fireworks.” 

The fire chief explained that this 
causes problems for neighboring 
communities whose residents shoot 
off fireworks purchased in Romulus. 
He called attention to enforcement 
of local ordinances against 
fireworks sales in Dearborn 
Heights, Dearborn, Taylor and 
Wayne. 

Raspberry, prior to voting, said it 
was the mayor’s duty to enforce all 
city and state laws and to follow the 
City Charter. 

Considerable discussion centered 
on current state law, which permits 
sale of Class C fireworks (those 
deemed to be safe) and provisions of 
BOCA — Building Officials and Code 
Administrators — fire prevention 
code. 

Charles Lowther, city attorney, 
and Wilhide differed sharply on 
differences between the two 
regulations. Lowther said both were 
the same except for sale of smoke 
cones under state law. 

Wilhide contended that state law 
and BOCA, which he would like as a 
model for a new city ordinance, 
differ drastically on /the amount of 
blasting agent permitted in 
fireworks. 

“BOCA allows only 0.25 grams of 
blasting agent in fireworks, while 
state law permits 2.5 grams, or 10 
times as much,” he explained. 

The Class C licenses issued now by 
Romulus follow provisions of state 
law and are not stringent enough, 
claimed the fire chief in his remarks 
to council. 

There was a considerable amount 
of confusion during some 45 minutes 
of discussion before Councilman 
Ray Cantrell suggested that a 
moratorium be placed on further 
issuance of Class C fireworks per- 
mits. 

Whether a new city ordinance is 
drafted along lines of the BOCA 
format as advocated by Wilhide will 
depend upon future action by 
council

Bartz explained that because the 
school district’s SEV increases, it 
does not follow' that more tax dollars 
will come rolling in as many people 
believe. 

“Local tax dollars are subtracted 
from the Huron School District’s 
state aid guarantee of $5,615,160, 
with Huron receiving the balance in 
state aid,” explained the superin- 
tendent, “As local property values 
increase, state aid dollars decrease, 
with the total $5,615,150 remaining' 
the same ” 

This means that the more tax 
dollars the school district receives, 
the less dollars it receives in state 
aid, he said 

Replying to the often asked 
question of “Why can’t schools live 


within their means 0 ” Bartz said, 
“By law, schools are required to 
have a balanced budget. Un- 
fortunately, like any business, 
schools feel the increased costs of 
inflation.” 

Costs have risen substantially for 
school buses, hospitalization in- 
surance has soared 55 percent in the 
last year, and textbooks have gone 
up by 27 percent over three years 
ago, he emphasized 

Also going up sharply, he said, are 
salaries, disability insurance, 
electricity, gasoline and teaching 
supplies. 

Bartz also explained that the 
school district s accumulated deficit 
of $125,075 as of June 30, 1979 and the 
projected 1979-80 deficit of $460,166 
have been eliminated by the 4 47- 
mill additional levy passed Dec 10, 
1979 by voters 

Since 1972, when the total school 
tax millage was 27 83 mills, it has 
risen gradually to its current 36 93 
mills, mostly due to the ravages of 
inflation, he said

Legislative leaders and Gov 
William Milliken reached tentative 
agreement recently on an $800 
million property tax relief plan that 
would mean an average $850 savings 
I oi* Michigan homeowners. 

A 1.5 percent increase in the 
slate s sales and use tax would make 
i|) for the lost revenue, but 
automatic increases in the personal 
income tax exemption and the 
property tax credit based on the 
inflation rate will result in a tax cut 
of more than $500 million over the 
irxl five years. 

Republican pressure for the plan 
to include a significant tax reduction 
lor Michigan citizens was successful 
when, alter 20 hours of negotiation. 
House Republican Leader William 
K Bryant offered the idea of in- 
dexing the two exemption figures. It 
was accepted by House and senate 
Democratic leaders and Governor 

The plan will be submitted to the 
legislature lor a vote later this 
month or in early June, and if both 
houses approve it by a two-thirds 
vote, it will appear on the November 
ballot . 

'•This is an appealing and 
reasonable proposal which I am sure 
will gain the support of the people,” 
Bryant said. “House Republicans 
repeatedly have stated that the 
people want a ral tax cut. and they 
will have one with this plan. We felt 
a tax shift would not have sufficient 
appeal, and I'm very pleased with 
our final product. 

“None of us want to severely cut 
iin already critical budget, so the 
start of the tax cut had to be put off 
one year, but really will take hold 
;ii ter that. 

Inflation has eroded the $1,500 
personal exemption to the point 
whore it is now worth only about $935 
m 1973 dollars. By tying it and the 
property lax credit limit to the 
£-owth of the economy. Michigan 
citizens will realize very substantial 
savings,” 

Bryant explained that the ten- 
tative plan would: 

Kxompt the first $6,500 in state 
equalized value of homes <$13,000 in 
actual valuei and increase the 
exemption annually at the same rate 


a which the statewide value of 
residential property, excluding new 
construction, increases. 

Pay back local governments for 
kjst property tax. 

—Grant a flat $140 property tax 
credit for renters. 

—Increase the sales tax to 5.5 
percent from 4 percent 

Exempt utility bills from the 
sales tax increase and phase out the 
sides tax on utility bills over a 4-year 
period 

Index the personal exemption 
and the property tax credit. 

Exclude personal property in 
computing the increase in property 
values for “rollback” under the 
Headlee Amendment. 

“The final item is an important 
i»ne because personal property 
seldom increases in value at the 
same pace real property does, and 
the effect of the Headlee rollback 
provision, therefore, has been less 
than intended,” Bryant said. 

But I think it’s also important to 
note that the 4-year phase out of 
sales tax on utilities will put some 
decent progressivity into the tax 
structure Utility prices have had 
huge increases and any tax on those 
tiills obviously makes a big dif- 
ference in paying for a vital ser- 
vice ” 

Bryant said that if the legislative 
plan is placed on the ballot, he ex- 
pects It will gain more votes than 
iiny other proprty tax proposal. 

“The Michigan electorate is 
thoughtful and fully capable of 
evaluating a number of complex 
contradictory proposals,” he said. 

It s becoming more clear to the 
public that the radical Tisch 
amendment is so full of critical 
problems that it just isn’t reasonable 
juid wouldn’t even accomplish what 
its author says it would. People want 
relief . but they aren't willing to close 
down every university and mental 
Ix'alth program in the state to get it. 

“This tentative plan is a 
reasonable approach that 
recognizes the need for property tax 
relief and for a real tax cut.”

EIMNER'S NOTEBOOK 



Seed packets can't tell you everything! From Michigan State University 
Extension horticulture specialists come tips on growing cole crops. 

Where to plant: The plants in the cabbage family — cabbage, broccoli, 
cauliflower, Brussels sprouts and kohlrabi — do best in well drained soil and 
full sun. Before planting, work in 4 cups of 5-20-20 fertilizer per 100 square feet of 
soil. Avoid planting cole crops in the same spot year after year. They are 
subject to many root diseases that carry over in the soil from year to year Crop 
rotation and use of treated seed are your best defenses. 

•When to plant: Plant transplants in the first three weeks of April in mid- 
Michigan. Seed also can be sown in the garden in late May or early June to 
produce a fall harvest. (Plant seed inch deep in a carefully prepared seed 
bed. Transplant when plants have four to six leaves.) Note: Old plants of 
cauliflower and broccoli will produce small heads. Raise your own transplants 
ot buy from a reputable dealer who can assure you that plants are no more than 
8 weeks old. 

How to plant: Space transplants. 18 to 24 inches apart in rows 24 to 30 inches 
apart, except for kohlrabi, which should be 8 inches apart with 18 to 24 inches 
between rows. Plant about inch deeper than plants were growing in con- 
tainer^. Use a high-phosphorus starter solution to get plants established 
quickly. If cutworms usually are a problem in your garden, it’s a good idea to 
protect transplants with chemicals or cutworm collars. Root maggots also may 
be a problem. Especially if soil is high in organic matter, it may be wise to treat 
the soil with diazinon before planting. Follow label directions. 

How to grow : Four to six weeks after transplanting, sprinkle a high-nitrogen 
fertilizer around plants. Water well during dry weather. Use shallow cultivation 
or mulch to control weeds. Watch plants closely for green caterpillars. Control 
them with Bacillus thuringiensis, a bacterial disease of caterpillars sold under 
the trade name Dipel and Thuricide. Cauliflower: To keep the sun from 
discoloring the curd and causing off-flavors, tie the leaves of cauliflower plants 
around the developing heads as soon as the heads become visible. (This is not 
necessary with purple or green cauliflower or seif-blanching types.) Brussels 
sprouts: to promote even development of the sprouts, pinch out the growing tip 
of the plant after sprouts have formed all along the stem. If you don’t do this, 
you'll have a few large sprouts toward the bottom and a lot^of small ones toward 
the top of the stem Also twist off the lower leaves to gtVe the sprouts room to 
grow. t i 

J When to harvest: Broccoli: Harvest the main head when it reaches maximum 
size and before the buds begin to open and turn yellow. After the main head is 
out, smaller side shoots will form. Harvest these, too. Cauliflower: Harvest 
when the head is about 6 inches in diameter. This will be three to four days after 
blanching in hot weather, 8 to 12 days in cool weather. Leaving heads covered 
too long will cause them to rot. Brussels sprouts: Harvest sprouts toward the 
bottom of the stem first. They should be an inch in diameter.

EDITOR’S NOTE; This is the 
conclusion of Cathy L. Horste’s "A 
Look at Van Buren Township 
Beginnings”, the first portion of a 
weekly series on the history of 
communities within Western Wayne 
County.

As reflected in the pioneer listing, 
Henry Snow was Van Buren 
Township’s first settler. He and his 
wife Sally came from Maine, 
stopping briefly in Detroit. They 
traveled up the Huron River by flat 
boat, bringing their food, cooking 
utensils, and other necessary items 
with them. Henry located 89 acres in 
Section 19, very near the present 
location of McDonald’s restaurant 
on Rawsonville Road, and his patent 
was granted on Sept. 13, 1823. Snow 
first constructed a home and then a 
sawmill on the river bank. A small 
community known as Snow’s 
Landing developed around the mill, 
but Snow sold his property and 
moved to Ypsilanti on June 21, 1825, 
leaving the settlement’s growth to 
be managed by others. 

It would appear that the most 
difficult part of obtaining a land 
grant was the actual travel to the 
area. Roads were impassable and 
often non-existant. More than one 
pioneer met his death along the way. 
Often a husband would set out alone, 
on horseback or on foot, and literally 
blaze a trail the last few miles. He 
would then build a rough shelter to 
protest himself from the elements 
and begin work on a more per- 
manent home and the backbreaking 
chore of clearing the land Word 
would then be sent back to the 
anxiously waiting family in the 
East. One such message read simply 
’Come on — the Indians are tew, 
and the land needs plowed." 

A heartbreaking story told in 
“History of Van Buren Township” 
by Samuel Robbe deserves retelling. 

"Colonel Samuel McMath, who 
came here from Seneca County, 
N.Y., and settled in the Willow Run 
district, was just the type of citizen 
needed in the area at that particular 
time. Having met with financial 
reverses in the East, and having a 
family of nine children to support, he 
had ample incentive to clear his land 
and till the soil. Colonel McMath, 
who came here the year before 
looking for a homesite, was so im- 
pressed with the possibilities that he 
purchased the entire north half of 
Section 18. His patents were issued 
May 19, 1826. He brought seeds and 
tools with him, and upon this land in 
the summer of 1826, he erected a 
large log house, expecting to have 
his family join him as soon as the 
house was completed. His dreams 
were never to be realized however, 
as the house was scarcely completed 
when he fell ill and died of fever. His 
death occurred Sept. 6, 1826, and he 
was buried in an unmarked grave in 
Woodruff Grove near Ypsilanti. In 
the true pioneer spirit his family 
made the journey out here despite 
his death and occupied the home he 
had prepared for them. With nine 
children dependent upon her and 
literally clinging to her skirts, Mrs. 
McMath courageously started life 
anew in what was then an unbroken 
wilderness.” 

Word of the wonderful op- 
portunities available in the 
Michigan Territory spread and soon 
whole family groups were making 
the journey. In the spring of 1825, 
Amariah and Betsy Rawson came to 
the township with their five 
daughters and new-born son. They 
traveled from New York in a 
covered wagon pulled by a team of 
oxen. Rawson purchased a part of 
Snow’s Landing which eventually 
became known as Michigan City and 
later known as the village of 
Rawsonville. Rawson family 
descendants still reside in the area 
and proudly display the rocking 
chair Betsy brought with her in 1825 
to comfort her infant son. 

Historians have noted that not all 
of the township’s land grantees did 
so with the intent of residing in and 
contributing to the community. 
Some patented hundreds of acres in 
the area solely to hold them for 
future sale at huge profits. Henry 
Burlingame patented 158 acres in 
1825, Stephen G. Simmons patented 
54 acres in 1825, Jacob Lazalere 
purchased 300 acres in 1827, and the 
Geddes brothers patented 87 acres in 
1831 . None of these men ever resided 
in Van Buren Township. In fact, it is 
highly doubtful if Henry Burlingame 
ever laid eyes on this area, somehow 
securing his land grants by mail. 

The Burlingame, Lazalere, Geddes 
and other properties were all sold 
within a few years, at a reportedly 
great profit, to late comers who 
missed out on the original grants. 

According to local history, had 
Stephen G. Simmons settled on the 
54 acres he patented in Section 21, 
rather than hold it for speculation 
purposes as he did, he would not 
have met the tragic end that came to 
him five years later. He preferred, 
however, to operate the bar and 
tavern in Wayne, purchased of 
George M. Johnson in 1826 Ac- 
cording to the records he evidently 
was his own best customer 
Simmons, who came from New 
York, was a fine specimen of 
manhood, both physically and 
mentally He made friends easily, 
and his tavern became one of the 
popular places of that time. This 
very popularity, however, con- 
tributed to his downfall. Too many

convivial friends created an appetite 
for strong drink he could not resist. 
His drunken debauches became 
more and more frequent. When 
under the influence of liquor he 
became ugly and quarrelsome and 
because of his great strength, he was 
feared and avoided. Mopping up the 
bar room floor with his patrons was 
a favorite pastime when in this 
condition. 

It was while under the influence of 
liquor that he carried a jug of 
whiskey to the bed chamber of his 
sick wife and tried to force her to 
drink with him. She drank what she 
could, hoping to satisfy and quiet 
him, but when she could finally 
drink no more, he became enraged 
and killed her with his fists as she 
lay in bed. He was arrested and 
taken to Detroit where, after a fair 
trial, he was sentenced to be hanged 
on Sept. 24, 1830. 

His speedy conviction was brought 
about by the testimony of his two 
daughters who had witnessed the 
tragedy. On a scaffold erected on 
Gratiot Avenue, he paid the penalty 
for the crime he had committed.” 
Simmons was so well known in this 
area that several residents jour- 
neyed to Detroit to witness the 
execution and several people made a 
day of it, packing picnic lunches and 
bringing the wife and children to 
Detroit to witness the hanging. 

Five women were among those 
given early township land grants. 
This is amazing considering it was 
done back in the days when women 
often w ere considered to be property 
themselves and did not yet have 
even the right to vote. Margaret 
Punches was the first female to 
receive a grant, hers being dated 
June 1 , 1833. She originally came 
from Vara, N.Y., and settled in the 
Tyler Street area. Second was Miss 
Sally Kipp, also of New York, who 
received a grant in Section 28 on 
Nov. 10, 1834. In 1835, three more 
women pioneers broke ground for 
homesteads — Eliza Smith on Jan. 

19, Sarah Sterling on Aug. 19 and 
Helen Ferguson on Oct. 20. 

The last known land grant issued 
in Van Buren Township was given to 
Lewis Spawn in 1848. He farmed his 
40 acres in Section 16 until the out- 
break of the Civil War, or Great 
Rebellion as it often was called. 
Spawn took up the Northern Cause 
and was killed in action at the Battle 
of Bull Run on Aug. 30, 1862, and 
buried on the field where he fell. 
Three sons were born to Lewis 
Spawn while he resided in the 
township, and all three also fought in 
the Rebellion. James, the oldest, 
was wounded at the Battle of Stone 
River, Tenn., Abraham was taken 
prisoner at Vicksburg in May 1863, 
and the youngest, Henry, was in 
Sherman’s March to the Sea. All 
Four Spawns misrepresented their 
ages in order to serve. The sons 
actually were 16 or younger when 
inducted, and the father subtracted 
10 years from his age to qualify. 

The Erie Canal was opened in 
1825, resulting in an influx of settlers 
coming to the area. In September 
1836, Peter and Harriet Riggs left 
New York, intent on settling in Van 
Buren Township near Harriet's 
sister, Mrs. Clarissa Savage. Peter 
and Harriet, along with their nine 
children, traveled on the Erie Canal 
to Cleveland, then across Lake Erie 
to Gibralter, then overland to the 
township, where they quickly 
located their relatives. Winter 
weather prevented Peter from 
immediately beginning work on the 
property he purchased just south of 
the Savage family homestead. The 
long winter months lay heavy on 
Peter, and he sometimes passed the 
hours in writing to relatives in New 
York. One such letter still in family 
archieves tells of their difficulties: 

"September last, I started with 
my family to move to the State of 
Michigan. I made a slop in 
Cleveland and stayed there 
something like 10 days, and our 
little girl, Esther Ann, and I were 
taken sick, but not confined to our 
beds. We got to Brother Minor 
Savage s the last of the month. 
Dunham was taken sick the day 
he got there. So, one after 
another, 'til all of the family were 
sick. I was confined but a short 
time. I cannot charge this 
sickness to Michigan since we 
have got better ... 

“We have built a long house 
and got in it. We have got six or 
seven acres part chopped and 
cultivated to put into Spring 
crops ... As quick as navigation 
open, I think I shall come to see 
you. Harriet says that she would 
come with me. but said that she is 
so poor and needy that she cannot 
come. She has truly spoken'or we 
are very needy. 

"While we lay at Cleveland I 
had a line from Brother P.C. 
Riggs that you were at this house 
or in llorben Crick ... it cost us 
something like $70 to move our 
family to the Michigan. We are 
strangers in a strange land and it 
takes a great deal to support my 
family. Wheal $1.25 per bushel; 
corn from 75 cents to one dollar; 
pork from 7-10 cents per pound; 
venison 3-9 cents ... 

Although times looked bleak for 
Peter in 1837, the family prospered 


Peter’s persistance and deter- 
mination would be an excellent 
model for any facing hardship in 
today’s times. Crops were first 
harvested on the Riggs homestead in 
the fall of 1838, and a larger 
homestead was completed by 1850. 
Throughout the years, the Riggs 
family contributed generations of 
fine farmers, teachers, good citizens 
and patriots. 


On April 12. 1827, Wayne County 
was divided into nine separate 
governmental units, and the 
townships of Detroit, Hamtramck, 
Springwells, Ecorse, Monguagon, 
Bucklin, Brownstown, Plymouth 
and Huron were organized. The 
Huron Township thus created in- 
cluded the area now' known as the 
townships of Sumpter, Romulus, 
Huron and Van Buren. A census 


taken June 15. 1827, showed a total of 
129 souls in the 4-township area on 
that date. Elections were held 
almost immediately following the 
census. Elected to serve were 
Prosper Lawrence, Supervisor; 
John R Smith, Clerk, Warriner 
Corkins, Chauncy Morgan. George 
Jewitt, Assessors; Prosper 
Lawrence, Justice of the Peace; 
John F Adkins, Constable; Samuel 


Wing, Nathan Wilcox as Overseers 
of the Poor Michigan was not yet a 
state when Van Buren Township was 
officially separated from Huron 
Township on Jan. 28. 1835. (Van 
Buren Township was named for 
Martin Van Buren, eighth President 
of the United States, serving 1836- 
1840. It was during Van Buren’s 
term that Michigan was admitted to 
the Union.)

Schools fighting 
for survival 


Schools are fighting for survival. 

The Detroit Public Schools announced last week that they are 
$35 million in the hole; Inkster school officials say that a 4-mill 
renewal that will be on Monday’s ballot could mean the difference 
between life and death; Plvmouth-Canton schools are imploring 
voters to approve a pair of bond proposals, which, if defeated, 
could be ruinous to that school district. 

There is a sense of panic when we discuss finances with local 
school officials. We know it. They know it. And the voters know it 
— that money is the bloodline to maintaining life in the schools. 

A conservative attitude towards all of this would be to turn our 
backs and say, "The hell with it.”We’ve paid our share. Our kids 
have had their education — now let those who have kids in school 
fork out the dough. 

But increases, thanks to inflationary pressures in just about 
everything we do nowadays, have pinned school administrators to 
the proverbial wall. They are asked to cut and when they do, they 
become as unpopular as the plague. 

Teachers are asking for “a larger share of the pie”; building 
maintenance costs are up immeasurably over the past few 
years; and student enrollment has been on a steady decline in 
many districts, which means less state aid. Employment is at 
an unprecedented level in the state, which also means less 
money in the state coffers, which also means less for schools. 

Schools need qualified, intelligent men and women to guide 
them. 

And those of us who would criticize school boards have an op- 
portunity now to speak up. 

'On Monday, thousands will be going to the polls to elect school 
board members and determine the fate of millages. We will not 
tell you who or how to vote. 

But vote. 

Your schools’ survival depends on it.

or I'll shoot!'

I have always loved story-telling. I have loved to 
tell stories, and I have loved to listen to stories. My 
father and my mother were born story-tellers, and 
we used to spend a great deal of time around the 
dining room table listening to our father and mother 
weaving tales of their past. 

One of my favorites was the story my mother used 
to tell of the first three years of her marriage when 
my dad got all excited about the new Homestead 
Act which had recently gone into effect in the state 
of Idaho. He bundled up his bride, brought a couple 
of extra horses, a wagon, on which he piled their 
household furnishings, and bumped along to Sun- 
nydale, Idaho, a sagebrush community of about a 
dozen persons, tucked in the southern desert of 
Idaho, protected by high mountains on all sides. 

“We were only sixty-some miles from home,” my 
mother would say, ‘‘but it seemed that we had 
travelled to the moon, and I knew that I would never 
again see my loved ones.” 

My father staked his claim about seven miles 
outside of Sunnydale, and built a fine, large barn, 
and a little shack in which he carefully placed his 
bride, and went out to find some means by which he 
could put bread and butter on the table, since it was 
a cinch he couldn’t grow it in that hot, sandy, 
waterless land. 

He discovered there were several other scattered 
families, with many children, and so he became the 
‘school-bus’. Each morning he would go out to meet 
the dawn, hitch up his horses to the wagon, and 
begin his route, collecting little children for the tiny 
schoolhouse in Sunnydale. Between the time he 
deposited the kids, and the time he had to return to 
the school and get them, he again made the route, 
carrying hay and oats, flour and other sundries the 
homesteaders needed to survive. By the time each 
kid had been left on his doorstep, the moon would 
be high in the sky, and the sagebrush would be 
camouflaged by the darkness. 

The young bride was desparately lonely, and the 
days were long. She became an expert horseman 
and spent many hours wandering around on the 
desert, atop her horse, carrying a shotgun which my 
father insisted she carry, and which she knew she 
would never be able to use. 

The evenings were the worst. As the sun 
descended and the darkness filled the land, her 


heart would jump at the most familiar sounds, and 
an unfamiliar sound would send her into instant 
paralysis. She would try to alleviate the fear by 
baking exotic dishes for her bridegroom . 

And while she stirred and baked and prayed, she 
would find herself sometimes filled with resent- 
ment, particularly if she allowed herself to imagine 
that her bridegroom might have been persuaded to 
stop at one of the homes and have something to eat 
or drink, which he usually did. 

One night my father was over a half-hour late, 
and my mother had worked herself into a frenzy. 
The creepy, crawly things of the desert had made 
more noise than usual in their creeping and 
crawling, and once she had been sure she had heard 
the rattling of a rattlesnake close to the door. Her 
nerves were also fed by the knowledge that 
renegades sometimes roamed through the desert, 
invading the homesteaders’ homes and terrorizing 
the homesteaders, particularly their wives and 
children. She had just opened the stove and shoved 
in more sagebrush and coal when she heard 
someone in the bam. 

Grabbing the shotgun she opened the door and 
looked out into the darkness towards the barn. 

“Charles,” she called. “Is that you?“ 

There was no answer, but the rustling of moving 
bodies came loud and clear through the thin at- 
mosphere. 

“Charles,'* she called again. “ANSWER me or I 
will shoot.’’ 

This time she heard a soft “Nay.” Pulling the gun 
to her shoulder, her finger found the trigger, and 
gritting her teeth she slowly pulled back. A loud 
shout from the gate caused her to drop the gun and 
fall into a fainting heap in the open door. 

"Why were you going to shoot?” my father asked 
her after he had revived her and while he was 
holding her in his arms. 

“I heard someone say 'nay', she answered, 
burying her head in his shoulders. A loud shout 
came from my father. 

"Don’t you know the neigh of a horse when you 
hear it?” he threw back his head and laughed. 

"All I knew," my nineteen year old mother 
retorted, "was that it couldn’t have been you. You 
never say no.”

But some things haven’t changed with 
the times. 

Ask Glenn Coleman, president of the 
Wayne High graduating Class of 1930. His 
classmates are being honored at a 
"Golden Anniversary” reunion, Friday, 
June 13th, at the Wayne Community 
Center. 

"We were in a depression then,” said 
Coleman, "and we’re in a depression 
now." 

Coleman and his reunion committee, 
made up of Hank Goudy, ex Wayne fire 
chief, Bernard Bird, a retired Ford Motor 
Company employee, Terry Worden, who 
began his sales career at Mulholland’s 
Department Store in Wayne, and, after 
traveling around the world came back and 
rejoined the store, and Serephia Moore 
(nee Rubel), a nurse, want their 
classmates - some 47 of them - to know that 
there’s still time to get their reservations 
in to them. 

If times have not changed, something 
has when it somes to public schools and 
education. 

"We had a lot of respect for our 
teachers," said Mrs. Moore, whose ad- 
ventures include crossing the Arctic Circle 
and panning for gold in Alaska. "They 
were strict, and looking back I can really 
appreciate what they did for us.” 

"They were tougher than hell,” added 
Coleman "When they said 'jump', we 
jumped.”

Mother of handicapped child pleads her case

One of the 300 Heartland mothers asks : Does Anybody Know or Care? 

What it’s like to be the mother of a developmentally disabled child? 

It’s a little like listening for your first born to cry in the night, and running 
for the bottle, and being afraid you’ll break her. She’s so tiny. Is she still 
breathing? That’s what it’s like only it does not stop — ever. 

Sometimes you race into a small son’s room because you hear a familiar 
noise.* He’s not just uncovered. He is a mass of jerking muscles, caught in a 
seizure. And you don’t just cover him and go back to bed. You just wait and 
after awhile he is all right again — as all right as he will ever be. 

Or maybe it’s like teaching a baby a simple task, over and over again. 
Only my baby is six, or sixteen, and he learns slowly — if at all. 

It’s like looking for a toy that has to be soft, well made, washable, brightly 
colored and tossable and the saleslady asks "How old is the child?” What do 
you answer? He’s 22 but not really — he’s like a four year old. So she says she 
understands and you bring the gift home hoping he will like it and he drops it 
to the floor with no emotion on his face whatsoever 

He’d rather carry an old purse, or pull tiny threads out of whatever he gets 
his hands on, or roll small stones between his fingers. He may not like that 
either, you can’t tell, but he does it all the time. It’s his own particular little 
habit. 

They all have their own little ways to make you know and come to love 
them Sometimes you have to look for the pleasant side — or just love them 
anyway. 

It’s finding her bruised and knowing somebody must be told "be careful, 
she needs special care, she’s different” and then grabbing the normal one to 
your bosom because she’s got to feel special too 

It’s waiting for words and only sounds come out — while all the other 
cousins grow' and blossom, become bright young students — but you just 
wait, and wait, and hope forever. 

Will he be ready for school? Maybe, but will they take him? Will he fit in? 
Will they teach other children not to push, punch or jeer? Not to play too 
rough. He does not even know when words are meant to cut him to the quick 
— but I do. 

It’s like walking a child in a wheelchair and someone stops to compliment 
you, but it’s not "Isn’t she pretty.” It’s more apt to be "Too bad, and she’s 
such a beautiful child, how can the Lord permit such things?” Maybe to 


teach the world compassion, to give me courage, to test my faith, to inspire 
others. But nobody ever thinks of that. 

It’s sitting at the end of a long hard day and wondering about so many 
things. Will she never play with other kids, without her braces? She’ll never 
dance — unless she can learn to walk. Oh well, maybe there’s a special 
camp, but could we afford it, and could I stand to leave her there. 

It would be good for both of us, but you check it out and hear "Sorry we can 
only take so many and they have to fit in — at least to some extent ’’ Bir- 
thday parties and Mother s Day are especially rough The birth was painful, 
prolonged, and it’s hard to remember — and not remember 
Just get a babysitter and get out once in awhile. You’d like to go out with 
your husband and you have asked relatives too often already 
So you try baby sitters and you hear "He’s too big and I'm afraid l couldn’t 
handle him.” Or "He’s so fragile, what if he gets sick. I don’t think I can be 
responsible. You do understand." And so you say "That’s all right, I un- 
derstand.” IN A PIG’S EYE I DO. Why can’t you be strong for a little while? 
Why can’t you care? I could have everything ready, I could show you what 
he needs. It’s not catching you know. But you don’t say it, you just take it, 
because he’s yours. But the hurt goes on. 

And then thee’s the family tension. "He gets everything.” “You only love 
him.” "What about me, I was your husband before he came, but now you 
don’t have time.” “Do we have to drag him everywhere?” And eventually 
you part — but you and the special one have no choice. You go on, and on 
alone 

You talk to a caseworker and she advises “Take it easy. It’s not your fault 
You don’t have to feel guilty. Try to relax more. You really should get out 
once in awhile.” Or maybe she asks you to describe him. “Is he, would you 
say, a vegetable?” And you want to scream IF HE IS THEN 1 AM THE 
CRATE HE CAME IN ! That hurts, but doctors and many other professionals 
use that term — yet they can think of a word for toothpaste 16 letters long 
And then there’s that old line IT COULD BE WORSE YOU KNOW Why is 
that expression always flung at you when you are feeling absolutely the very 
lowest you can get. Can you put back your head and say LIKE HELL IT 
COULD I hurt, I hurt, and I can hardly ear this moment. RIGHT NOW IT 
COULD NOT BE WORSE 

And then one day he is just plain too heavy to handle. Or he is too 
destructive. Too disruptive of any type of family life, and you hear “Get him 
out of here ” And where do you get him to? Someplace, there are places, if 


you can think straight. So you keep trying and after red tape and due process 
the day you have always dreaded comes. "Yes, we will take him, but he will 
adjust better if vou stay away awhile. And you want to demand HOW LONG 
IS AWHILE? Until he adjusts. HE WILL, BUT WHAT ABOUT ME! But he 
goes to live in a nursing home and it’s not so bad, maybe not perfect, but not 
so bad really, because it is near and you can visit often. 

So he’s gone and you can go to work — putting your life back together. You 
go to work, and you work hard, you have to or you just go crazy. And 
someday you discover "I have not thought about her all day ! What kind of a 
mother am I?” All those who said "I could never do that” will sound in your 
ears. So how do you learn TO FORGET, BUT REMEMBER NOT TO 
FORGET, ALL AT THE SAME TIME? 

And after awhile you begin to realize it is for the best. He seems to like it 
there (if he can show any feelings at all). They love him, those dedicated 
nurses and aides ( after they weed out those who cannot and do not belong in 
this kind of job). And you know the family love him in their own aching way, 
but there are wounds to be bound up. Hurts to heal And little by little you 
learn to adjust, not accepting it, but learning to live with it. 

And about that time you get a letter which you were expecting, if you were 
smart enough to join the small, struggling parent group. But which is a bolt 
out of the blue if it was all more than you could bear THEY ARE GOING TO 
MOVE OUR “KIDS” 100 to 200 miles away There are no beds closer to home 
and family THEY ARE GOING TO MOVE HIM/HER awav from those 
faces who feed, clothe, medicate and just plain love him, EXACTLY AS GOD 
MADE HIM, because he is a human being. 

THAT’S WHAT IT’S LIKE! THAT’S WHAT IT’S LIKE TO HAVE A 
CHILD WHO IS JUST NOT QUITE LIKE THE REST OF US. Did God make 
a mistake when he gave us no extra hands, no harder hearts, no stronger 
stomachs, no less tears? Then you tell Him He goofed BECAUSE HE MADE 
US JUST LIKE THE REST OF YOU — A MOTHER.

Dire need 
for blood 


EDITOR: This letter is my 
appeal for a real need in our 
community About 1000 pints of 
blood is required daily to meet 
the needs of residents in 
southeastern Michigan. These 
needs are currently in jeopardy 
of not being met. 

The reasons are mostly related 
to the economic conditions that 
are affecting everyone. Factory 
law-offs have decreased or 
eliminated the regular collection 
at in-plant donation sites. This 
shifts much of the burden of 
providing donor sources to 
private individuals and to 
churches, schools and other 
groups that have retained their 
membership 

The problem is that unless 
more groups and individuals give 
blood on a regular basis, the 
blood demand may not be met. 
Currently only 3 percent of 
eligible donors actually do give 
blood. 

The church to which I belong, 
St. Richard Catholic Church, with 
the help of St. Thomas a Beeket 
Catholic Church (Canton), Kirk 
of Our Savior Presbyterian 
Church and Holy Cross Lutheran 
Church sponsored a Blood Drive 
on May 19th We donated 117 pints 
of blood It’s not nearly enough to 
meet the daily need of 900 1000 
pints, but we tried to help. And 
every little bit helps. 

I am asking anyone who can 
spare an hour to help his com- 
munity and give blood. You can 
donate whole blood every eight 
weeks, so even if you’ve given 
before, maybe it’s time you 
considered it again. Ap- 
pointments can be scheduled 
daily, Monday through Saturday, 
by calling the Dearbon Donor 
Center, 274-3900, or the Livonia 
Donor Center, 422-2787. And ask a 
friend to come along. 

If you are a member of a 
church, civic, or social group and 
can organize a Blood Drive, 
contact Red Cross Represen- 
tative Cliff Taylor at 274-4004 for 
more information and assistance. 

Don’t let us get so wrapped up 
in our own personal problems 
that we forget our community 
needs. We all rely on the support 
of others. Please put forth that 
little extra effort and be a blood 
donor.

Another HUD 
experience 

EDITOR: I received your 
newspaper here in Florida and 
was quite interested in your 
article on HUD 

Here is my experience with 
HUD 

HUD repossessed the house 
next door to me. I had a broker 
inquire about buying it and w f as 
told the house w ould not be on the 
market for 6 to 8 months I then 
made an offer of $13,000 as is. 

The house stood vacant for 
about 6 months. Then the weather 
got cold and all the plumbing 
froze up and broke. 

Vandals broke the windows, 
and the rain and snow damaged 
the walls and floors. 

Then HUD paid a Contractor 
$7500 to repair the house. The 
contractor tore out many things 
that did not need replacing and so 
padded his bill. 

After the house w r as repaired, I 
again inquired about buying it 
and was again told the house 
would be on the market in 6 
months or more. 

As the house stood vacant, 
vandals once more broke the 
window's resulting in more 
damage to the inside of the house 
and repairs at a cost of $2500 So 
I once more tried to buy it only to 
be told it would be on the market 
in 60 to 90 days. 

About 60 days later I inquired 
about buying it and was told it 
had been sold a month before 
The buyer was an investment 
broker who had a friend who 
worked for HUD. The selling 
price was $13,000. So vou see it 
cost HUD $10,000 to resell the 
house. 

So I would never deal with HUD 
as I cannot unwind the miles of 
red tape and 2 years of waiting to 
find out if I will be able to buy it at 
all.

Clearing up 
some points 

EDITOR: Some members of 
the Westwood Community School 
Board have informed me that a 
person running against me in this 
year’s election made an untrue^ 
statement about me at a recent 
meeting of the board, which I 
would like to correct. 

This person allegedly stated 
that I had voted to remove one 
mill from the schools and trans- 
fer it to be used for county 
operating purposes. This is not 
only untrue but would be im- 
possible to do. Only the Tax 
Allocation Board can allocate the 
millage collected on the county 
level. Of the 15 mills that can be 
levied without a vote of the 
people, the county receives 6.07 
mills as its set share. In 1964, the 
people voted an additional 1 mill 
for county operating expenses, 
and they have periodically ap- 
proved the extension of this 1 
mill, the last time being in 1978. 
(Four years ago. the people 
approved mill for the con- 


struction of a new jail, and this 
revenue cannot be used for any 
other purpose > 

In accordance with state law 
the Tax Allocation Board 
allocates the balance of the 15 
mills to school districts, town- 
ships. the Intermediate School 
District and the Wayne County 
Community College The Board 
of Commissioners cannot make 
any changes in these allocations 
( Cities levy their ow n millage, up 
to 20 mills without a vote of the 
people. > 

Tlie Board of Commissioners 
does appropriate the revenue 
raised from the 6 07 mills plus 
the 1 e A tra mill mentioned above 
voted by the people, for the 
county operating expenses. It 
should be mentioned here 
however, that the Board of 
Commissioners only has 
discretionary control of 10-15 
percent of this revenue, because 
80-85 percent of our budget is 
mandated either by the State 
Constitution, state statues, court 
awards or arbitration awards. 

Thank you for allowing me to 
set the record straight on this 
very damaging and untrue 
statement allegedly made about 
me

(This is one in a series of public service articles 
explaining, in general terms, a provision of 
Michigan law. Individuals who wish to determine 
the effect of any law on their private legal affairs 
should consult w ith a private attorney.)

As good weather develops, Michigan consumers 
can expect to encounter more door-to-door 
salespersons offering a variety of goods and ser- 
vices Home improvements, encyclopedias, pots 
and pans, magazine subscription and other mer- 
chandise will be readily available. 

Although there are many honest door-to-door 
sellers, too often consumers are subjected to high 
pressure or deceptive sales practices. Customers 
also may be charged high prices or sold poor 
products. 

Under state and federal law, consumers have a 
“cooling off” period of $25 or more contracted in the 
home, either in person or over the phone. 

The “cooling off” period gives a buyer the op- 
portunitv to cancel the contract by midnight of the 
third business day after the sale and receive a full 
refund of all the money paid or property traded in. 

The seller is required to notify the consumer that 
the “cooling off” period exists The seller also must 
provide two copies of a Notice of Cancellation form 
which contains details for cancelling the sale. 

To cancel a contract, a consumer must notify the 
seller in writing within the 3-day period. However, 
if the seller has failed to satisfy the legal notice 
requirements, the contract may be cancelled even 
after the 3-day period and a verbal cancellation 
must be accepted. 

There are some exceptions to the “cooling off” 
period It does not apply, if the consumer requests 
goods or service without delay because of an 
emergency. Other incidents in which the cooling off 
period does not apply include: 

— Sales made after the consumer has visited the 
seller’s business ; 

— Sale of insurance by a licensed insurance 
agent; 

— Sale of services by a licensed real estate broker 
or salesperson; and 

— Sale of agricultural or horticultural equipment 
and machinery which is demonstrated to the con- 
sumer by the seller. 

A practice of misleading consumers or failing to 
honor cancellations can result in my seeking a 
$25,000 fine against the seller under the Michigan 
Consumer Protection Act.
